An Annual 
Invasi 
on 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, ll. D. 


ABOUT A month from now ov er 
mo?; parts of the United States an 
inv ading army of pollens will 
strike giv ing woe and discomfort 
to ab out a tenth of the population. 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


The date of this inv asion will be 
no surprise. It has happened reg­ 
ularly for as many y ears back as 
the oldest inhab itant can count. 
Is there any defense that can b e 
made against it? Well, that is a 
real puzzle to most of the sufferers 
as they know only too well. 
The students of Hay Fev er hav e 
listed a good many plants 
which 
can cause this cussed malady, b ut 
for all b ut the rare cases the of­ 
fender for the fall type of Hay 
Fev er is the ragweed. It is the 
one which b egins to cast its light 
yellow pollen grains in the air 
on 
August 14th 
at 
6 a.m. in 
the 
morning. 
They are light enough to float 
as high as sev en steeples and a 
steady wind will carry them hun­ 
dreds of miles. 


Change of Climate 
One answer to the prob lem of 
how to repel this inv asion is cli­ 
mate. In general the mountains 
and the seashore and the Northern 
Lakes and Canada are safe refuges 
for the afflicted. California and 
the Pacific Coast generally are 
pretty safe. They claim t o hav e 
some Hay Fev er occasionally in 
California, b ut it is only toy Hay 
Fev er. It is nothing like the he- 
hay fev er of the Mississippi Valley 
and the Middle West. 
Another answer which I adv o­ 
cated for many years is to cut 
ragweed plants ab out this time of 
year. I hav e b een argued down on 
it from communities where they 
hav e tried it b ut I still am not 
conv inced b ecause I do not b eliev e 
it has ev er b een giv en a thorough 
trial. Of course it is impossib le 
this year, b ut some day we might 
giv e the Japanese internees a 
whirl at it. 
Lastly, there is the method of 
immunization by pollen v accines. 


This has gone through v arious 
stages of opinion among the ex ­ 
perts. First it w'as adv ocated that 
^he course of increasingly strong 
suspensions of the pollen be giv en, 
starting sev eral months before the 
ex pected seasonal attack. All sorts 
of ex aggerated claims were made 
for this by the optimists among 
the allergists, but in general it 
seemed to fail in about 9 0 per cent 
of cases. 
Coaeasonal Vaccinations 
Then a coseasonal set of v ac­ 
cinations was adv ocated, begin­ 
ning the course of hy podermic in­ 
jections a month or a week before. 
or ev en right with, the onset of 
sy mptoms. This didn’t seem to be 
v ery logical, but it worked in prac­ 
tice better than the long presea- 
sonal v accinations. 
The theory that emerged from 
these ex periences, which is the 
theory now held, is that it is pos­ 
sible to produce immunity to Hay 
Fev er infestation, but that t'le 
immunity is v ery short liv ed. The 
immunity acquired by the presea- 
sonal shots wore out before the 
Hay Fev er season began. It is 
considered that the best hope con­ 
sists of all y ear round immuniza­ 
tion carried out for sev eral y ears 
which it is said results in a per­ 
manent state of relief. 
More practical and in line with 
this same kind of theory is the 
“ rush desensitization’’ method of 
Freeman. This attempts to build 
up rapid immunity just before and 
during the early day s of the sea­ 
son by injections giv en at v ery 
brief interv als. The v accines can 
be giv en by this “ rush” method be­ 
mouth. It seems the most helpful 
of the practical methods sug­ 
gested.
